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Built Island For Exposition 


Apparently the people of San Francisco did not have a place 
they considered suitable for holding their Golden Gate Interna- 
national Exposition in 1939—so they built an island on which 
to stage it. And they are proceeding to make that island a gar- 
den of wondrous beauty-—for it is said something will be pro- 
duced that will be as impressive and will rival the famous hang- 
ing gardens of Babylon of ancient days. In fact, the comparison 
is not in appropriate, as the general architectural plan of the 
exposition is that of an ancient walled city—with only two great 
openings in the wall. One of these will be at the main entrance 
where the causeway leads across from Yerba Buena island and 
the bay bridge-—the other at the ferry slip. 

Four hundred acres of barren sand and soil have been 
pumped from the bottom of the bay—and this must be made 
4o blossom and trees must be planted to afford shade for fair 
visitors. As the earth is full of salt—and things do not grow 
s0 well in salt—it has to be washed out of the soil. This is being 
done by keeping the earth properly soaked and drained—and 
exposition authorities expect to have the job completed in about 
three months. After that the planting of trees, shrubs and flow 
ers will be started. Landscapers in charge of the work estimate 
there will be required to properly beautify the island 4,000.trees 
from 25 to 75 feet high, 70,000 shrubs, 450,000 perennials, 400,000 
annuals, 250,000 bulbs and about 1,000,000 other plants, includ- 
img masses of ‘‘ice plants.’’ And all of these are now being 
assembled, many of them being donated, including two giant 
Trish yew trees brought from Ireland over seventy years ago. 
in preparation for replanting on the exposition grounds, a num- 
ber of immense trees—some weighing twenty tons—have been 
boxed and hauled many mines and many palms have been taken 
up and given special care at a nursery. 

Estimates as to the cost of landscaping range all the way 
from $1,300,000 to $3,000,000. California standards along these 
lines are exceedingly high—and the people of San Francisco are 
determined to give visitors to the exposition from all parts of 
the world something that will be outstanding, even in this state 
where the beauties ‘of flowers, shrubs and trees abound in such 
abundance. 

It is difficult to see how San Francisco can surpass the 
beauty of the spot where the recent San Diego fair was held— 
famous Balboa park—yet they are no doubt determined to do 
just that. Anyway, it is a foregone conclusion that when San 
Francisco opens the gates to the Golden Gate International Ex- 
position there will be something outstanding—from every stand- 
point—for the world to see.

They all compare the situation with re- 
cent ‘freeze’ years in other producing sections and previous ones 
in California when enough seriously damaged fruit was usually 
shipped to depress the whole market and cost the growers a lot 
of money.’’
